CHINESE VILLA 
OPENED AT FAIR 


Health of President Roose- 
velt and Chinese Emperor 
Drunk. 


May 6.--World'= Fair

appointments. was the dedication and 
opening of the Chinese pavilion today. 
Not only was it elaborately attractive, 
but it was marked with significant ex- 
pressions from the high Chinese officials 
present tending to indicate that the re- 
lations between China and the United 
States have been drawn into a closer 
alliance through the Louisiana Purchase 
ex position. 

Officials of the world’s fair responded 
with the assurance that the United States 
deeply appreciated the participation in the 
exposition by the Chinese government 
and toasts were drunk to the health of 
the president of the United States and 
the emperor of China and the empress 
down ger. 

The feeling of internationa! friendliness 
was first touched upon by President 
Francis, of the exposition, when raising 
a glass of champagne, he proposed the 
following toast: / 

“T am ‘sure I express the sentiment of 
the commissioners and the guests assem- 
bled when I ask that we be permitted to 
drink to the long life and prosperity of 
the emperor of China and the dowager 
empress.” 

The toast was responded to by Prince 
Pu Lun, imperia! Chinese commissioner, 
who said that he most deeply apprect- 
ated the sentiment which had prompted 
the toast, and asked that all present drink 
to the health of the president of the 
United States. The toasts followed brief 
Prince Tain and Sir Chen 
Liang Cheng, Chinese minister at 
Washington, in which they expressed the 
Sentiments that the exposition would 
bring the United States and China into 
Closer relations ag nations. 

President Francis followed with a brief 


}address, in which he said that China was 
One of the first nations to respond to the 


invitation of the United States govern-. 
inent. Many Chinese dignitaries were 
present at the dedication, but interest 
centered especially on Prince Lun and Sir 
Chen Tung Liang Cheng. Prince Lun 
wore the first peacock feather ever worn 
by any Chinese visitor in St. Louis or 


in the United States since the @days of

“The gunboats Amagi Oshima and Chi- 
Okai' were employed to distract the en- 
emy’s attention. They discovered a hun- 
dred of the enemy and shelled them, 
Killing several. The first fleet of trans 
ports, On seeing our flag displayed on an 
eminence, began landing troops at 8 p. 
m. The troops who were forced to wade 
ashore were in high spirits. 

“In order to facilitate the further land- 
ing of troops, piers are being erected. 
Our division is assisting in the work.” 

The report of Admiral Kataoka, com- 
mander of the Third squadron, gives ad- 
ditional details of the landing. ‘The ad- 
miral reports that his squadron convey- 
ed the first batch of the second army 
to the Liao-Tung base and adds that the 
Kara Maru grounded near the base at 
3 o'clock yeSterday afternoon.

RUSSIAN OFFICIALS HEAR

| PORT ARTHUR WILL LOSE 


ALL OUTSIDE CONNECTION 

The Japunese landing at Pitsewo is ex- 
pected to be followed by the isolation of 
Port Arthur. Landings on the west coast 
é6f the peninsula are also, anticipated. 

The Russian military authorities seemed 
reconciled to the cutting off of their 
stronghold, but they are convinced their 
impregnable against attack 
by land or sen. Though the enemy may 
invest the place, the authorities here do 
not believe the Japanese will undertake 
to storm the position. 

Tt is believed that the greater part of 
the troops have been withdrawn and that 
TAvetenant General Stoessel’s forces, in- 
cluding the garrison of Port Arthur, do 
not exceed 23,000 men. The fortress ig 
provisioned for a year. Further opera- 
tions on the peninsula of a large scale 
are dependent upon the development of 
the campaign on the mainland. 

It ie understood that the landing at 
Pitsewo was preceded by a bombardment 
of the shore and was affected umder the 
guns of the warships, but it was prac- 
tically unoppased by the Russians, 

No direct information has heen received 
tere as to whether General Kurokl’s army 
has advanced from its position on the 
Yalu river, but it is Known that the 
Japanese are Teconnoitering souwth of 
Feng-Wang-Cheng and along the Lit- 
teral and a landing near Takushan in 
order that the enemy might establish 
himself om the right flank of the Rus- 
sians. is considered possible.

RUSSIANS AGAIN 
SLAY RUSSIANS 


Mistook Own Troops for Those 
of Enemy. 


Nearly Two Hundred of Czar’s Sol- 
diers Who Died Sunday Sent to 
Death by Murderous Cross 
Fire from Russian 
Infantry. 


Tokio, May 6.—General Kuroki in re- 
porting yesterday tells of a bloody en- 
counter during the Russian retreat on 
Sunday last when a large force of Rus- 
sians mistook a smal] body of their own 
men for Japanese, killing and wounding 
180 of them. 

General Kuroki says that a 
patrol, consisting of fourteen men, reach- 
ed Teng-Shang-Hong on the 3d instant, 
when a Russian patrol posted on a hill 
south of the village attacked them. The 
Japanese patrol thereupon charged them 
and thereafter a rapid hand-to-hand af- 
fray occurred. The enemy was driven 
back in the direction of Feng-Wang- 
Cheng. The Japanese patrol pursued 
them to a stream 3 miles southwest of 
Kaolimen, where Russian sentries were 
discovered posted on hills on both sides 
of the road. 

According to information furnished by 
natives a body of Russian infantry, 3,000 
strong, occupying a hill near Teng- 
Shang-Hong on Sunday mistook a detach- 
ment of their own infantry, about two 
hundred strong, retiring before the Japa- 
aese troops, and fought among them- 
selves. In the scuffle 110 were killed and 
seventy wounded and the Russian carts 
were stampeded. leaving their loads of 
stores behind. 

According to the story told by a@ cap- 
tured Russian officer who participated in 
the battle on Sunday last only five or six 
battalions of ‘Russian infantry and two 
battalions of artillery were able to retire 


in order. 
The other troops ran away in a state

PASSENGER TRAIN ATTACKED

St. Petersburg, May 6.—The ministry of 

war has received the following telegram 
from Major Genera] Pflug, chief of the 


military staff: 

“According to the information I have 
received; seven of the enemy's trans- 
ports, and afterward about forty, appear- 
Pd opposite Pitsewo on the evening of 
May 4. 

“On the the morning of May 5 the Jap- 
anese began to land at Pitsewo and on 
the coast near Cape Terminal (about 15 
miles southwest of Pitsew®@), under cover 
of artillery fire. 

“At this moment about sixty trans- 
ports were observed bearing down upon 
us from the front, and posts retired from 
the shore. 

“All the papers in the postoffice at Pit- 
®ewo were removed and the Russian in- 
habitants abandoned the town. 

“According to Chinese reports by the 
evening of May 5 about 1,000 of the en- 
emy’s “troops had landed and taken up 
quarters in the Chinese villages near the 
points of debarkation. 

“The enemy sent two columns of about 
one Tegiment each, one in a westerly 
direction and the other to the southward. 

‘On May 6 a passenger train from Port 
Arthur was fired upon a mile and a quar- 
ter outside Polandien (about 40 miles 
north of Port Arthur) by a hundred Jap- 
anese infantrymen occupying the heights 
east of the railway.

PARKER WINS OUT 
INNUTMEG STATE 


Connecticut! Delegates Instruct- 
ed for New York Jurist 


Unit Rule Applied, Putting State’s 
Fourteen Votes in Parker Col- 
umn——Heated Debate Al- 
most Precipitated Fight 
on Convention Floor. 


Hartford, Conn., May 6.—In one of the 
Stormiest gatherings the party has ever 
held the democratic sfate convention to- 
aay choose delegates to the St. Louis 
convention and instructed them to vote 
as a unit and for Alton B. Parker, of 
New York, as a presidential nominee. 

A climax came at the end of two hours 
of angry debate between Hearst and 
Parker delegates in what escaped by a 
hair’s breadth being a personal encounter 
in full view of the convention between 
former Governor Thomas N. Waller, of 
New London, and Dr. F. J. Brothers, of 
New Haven. 

The question being debated was the sub- 
stitution of the minority report of the 
committee on resOlutions for the ma- 
jority report. The former report favored 
an unpledged delegation, the latter a 
pledge for Parker and the unit rule, 

Personailties were bandied back’ and 
forth, the attack on Governor Waller 
accompanying charges that he had de- 
serted the party in 1896. Much of the 
actual debate between the chief. partici- 
pants fn the incident was unheard in the 
uproar, but their actions could be seen. 
They were forced almost into personal 
contact by the delegates crowded about. 
The incident was quickly smothered over. 

The minority report was refused sub- 
stitution by 366 to 186, showing that the 
Hearst delegates were outnumbered. 

The following is the majority report of 
the committee on resolutions as adopted: 

“We, the representatives of the democ- 
racy of the state of Connecticut, In con- 
vention assembled, advise and instruct 
the delegates elected by this convention 
to the democratic national convention to 
be held.at St. Louis to act and vote asa 
unit in all matters arising in the said 
national convention, if it is the will of the 
majority of said delegates; and we fur- 
ther advise and instruct said delegates to 
support in the national convention the 
candidacy of Judge Alton Brooks Parker, 
of. New York, for president of the United 
States,”’

“We have found,” said Mr. Hays, “that 
the very. best kind of people to bring into 
the south are the Americanized imm!i- 
grants. For that reason we have found 
that money spent on this side of the At- 
lantic goes a good deal further than it 
does by spending it on the other side. We 
are bringing the very best kind of set- 
tlers into the south this year and it has 
been our experience that there was never 
so general and widespread interest in this 
section as there is at this present time. 

“Over in North Carolina we are having 
the very best results and the samfé ts 
true in Georgia, Alabama and the entire 
south for that matter. There seems to 
be especially a great influx of Germans 
just now and every one knows that they 
make the best kind of stable and sub 
stantial citizens in that they -are great 
home builders. Many of them come down 
here to work for others but they don’t 
work long, for in three or four years the 
German has a home and a farm of his 
own. While they are planting cotton as 
a matter of course, they seem to go in 
mostly for diversified farming. 

“There are many reasons why we are 
glad to have this class of immigrants. 
To start with they make good citizens 
themselves and in the second place they 
bring over their friends and relatives 
from the other side. That to a large ex- 
tent is responsible for the emigrants that 


land in Castle Garden in New York or at 
Washington street in Philadelphia, you 
will find that almost all of them are go- 
ing to some place where they have 
friends or relatives. But a great many of 
them are stopping in the big cities and 
working as laborers just now and this 
has been of great benefit to us. They be- 
come Americanized in a very short time 
and then they want to go back to their 
old work of farming and as the south is 
being greatly talked about anv of 
them are very glad to rong = 
and settle. 

“Just as an instance, the other day a 
planter wrote to us that the hegroes on 
his plantation had left him and he was 
greatly worried as ‘to getting in his cot- 
ton and other croyrs. We told him we 
would ship him down some Germans if 
he wanted them. This we did and, of 
course, ne fixed up a better place for 
them to live in and was greatly pleased 
with the way they worked. We heard 
also that the Germans were pleased and 
it won't be long before they are working 
on farms of their own. 

“Then we advertise in some of the Ger- 
man newspapers and articles about the 
wonderful resources and development of 
the south are being copied in the press 
all over the world. A man came into our 
office the other day and said that he nad 
just come from Germany and he wanted 
to go down south and look around as he 


was in the cotton manufacturing bus-

It is understood 
backers of the road have a financial plan 
by which they hope to raise abundant 
funds by May 1!2 to dispose of the float- 
ing indebtedness of $700,000 above set 
out, which includes the $400,000 for la- 
bor. It is said it has been proposed to 
pay off the contractors in part cash and 
part bonds, but some of the contractors 
are not disposed to accept such a set- 
tlement.

Georgia Should Instruct for Parker. 
In about three weeks the democrats 
of Georgia will assemble in convention 
for the purpose of nominating state 
house officers and electing a delega- 
tion to represent the state at the na- 
tional convention of the party. 
’ The Constitution has persistently 
and earnestly taken the position that 
Georgia should follow the lead of New 
York. Without New York democratic 
success is impossible, but with the 
vote of New York it is not only possi- 
bie, but probable. 

New York has acted and definitely 
instructed for Parker. The democrats 
of that state in a very remarkable 
convention—remarkable for the en- 
thusiasm and harmony of its proceed- 
ings——selected a representative delega- 
tion to cast the vote of the state at 
the national convention and they were 
careful to see that all elements of the 
party were represented in the choice 
of that delegation. There was no in- 
tolerance—no _ proscription—and no 
talk, or thought, of either. 

In the opinion of The Constitution, 
New York’s action definitely instruct- 
ing for Parker should have settled the 
democratic nomination. It is to be re- 
gretted that the contest was continued 
after the choice of the democracy of 
the Empire State was so clearly ex- 
pressed. : 

The Constitution is as well satisfied 
now as it was the day after the action 
of New York that the democracy of 
this state, following the all essential 
lead of New York, is prepared to send 
a delegation from this state with cre- 
dentials authorizing and _ directing 
them to cast the solid vote of Georgia 
for Parker, under the unit rule, should 
the state’s delegation see fit to adopt 
this course to give assurance of an 
unbroken vote. 

In this manner a representative del- 
egation of distinguished Georgians can 
be chosen from all elements of the 
democracy of the state without any 
room for contention as to who this, 
that or the other man may be for. 
Such instructions, instead of produc- 
ing friction, will, on the other hand, 
be clearly conciliatory in effect, and 
to this extent will be conducive to par- 
ty harmony. 

For this reason the Georgia conven- 
tion should act In no uncertain terms, 
and the most certain manner by which 
it can make expression is by the adop- 
tion of resolutions of this import. 

Now will those who have been rath- 
er more violently disposed, and whose 
apparent intolerance we have criti- 
cised, join us in the statement that 
this is not the time to proscribe any 
democrat—whatever may be his views, 
or his preference for the presidency? 
Let us select a representative delega- 
tion, of men in whom the democracy 
ri the state has full comfidence, and 
under such a resolution let them go to 
St. Louis to act for the best interest of 
the party.

The South’s Cotton Monopoly. 

I am ais thoroughly convinced of the 
utter futility of the attempts being made 
to grow cotton in the new fields of pro- 
duction as I am of the capacity of our 
southern states to readily meet the in- 
creasing requirements of the spindles of 
Europe and America. 

The foregoing is the concluding 
paragraph of a singularly comprehen- 
sive address on “The Sources of Cot- 


ton Suppply,” delivered by Alfred B. | 


Shepperson, of New York, before the 
school of commerce of New York 
university, last month. In this par- 
agraph is compressed the gist of The 
Constitution’s conclusions on the same 
subject. 

Mr. Shepperson, taking every coun- 
try wherein cotton has ever been pro- 
duced, and every country wherein it 
is being sought to produce cotton to- 
day, shows conclusively, by statis- 
tics and facts, that the south has no 
occasion to worry over the pipe dream 
of foreign competition. 

We do not recall having ever read 
a@ monograph of the like which demon- 
strated with such painstaking detail 
and exhaustive research the reasons 
why the southern states have a natural 
monopoly of cotton supply. This well-

informed New. Yorker does not argue 
that vastly more cotton can not be pro 
duced abroad, but he does argue, and 
with the proof to support him, that 
no country under the sun can pro- 
duce export cotton profitably in com- 
petition with normal cotton conditions 
in the southern states. 

In‘ other words, when the south 
approximates the manufacturing 
world’s demand, furnishing cotton at 
a figure profitable to both the pro- 
ducers and the textile industry, for- 
eign cotton goes a-bégging in Liver- 
pool owing to its inferiority and other 
trade considerations. It is only when 
the American supply falls short that 
the foreign planter can find a profita- 
ble market. The inferiority of his 
product aside, he can not, for all 
his labor of ryot and fellah, produce 
cotton as cheaply as can the southern 
farmer. Natural conditions prevent. 
For instance, the Egyptian cotton 
planter, in additionto havigg to pay an 
exorbitant rental for his land, must 
pay $10 per acre as irrigation expense. 
Ordinarily he will fare better if he 
raises something else than cotton. 
There are other reasons why he is 
not likely to greatly increase his pro- 
duction, notwithstanding the recent 
completion of the great Nile dam. Mr. 
Shepperson says: 

Egyptian cotton commands a much 
higher price than our upland cotton, be 
cause of its especial adaptability to cer- 
tain purposes and the comparatively 
small crops which are grown. It is used 
for fing and high-priced cotton goods, 
hosiery and underwear and also for mix- 
ing with @illk in the manufacture of so- 
called silk goods. As its uses are limited, 
the price would Mmevitably decline very 
materially should the supply be largely 
dncreased. ' 


As to India, our chief competitor 
in the ordinary staple of commerce, 
she can not produce cotton in paying 
quantity without irrigation, and irri- 
gation, to which India is not so well 
adapted as Egypt, would entail too 
great an expense to make it profitable 
to plant irrigated lands in cotton for 
export in the face of American com- 
petition. It is said that the average 
yield per acre in India is only about 
7 pounds of lint cotton of a quality too 
low for ordinary manufacturing use. 
The Japanese buy Indian cotton only 
because they can not afford to buy 
American cotton, and it is chiefly used 
in shoddies. | 

And so it goes, country by country, 
in Mr. Shepperson’s searching iavesti- 
gation of the cotton area of the world. 
The Russians are raising about one- 
third of the cotton they require in Tur- 
kestan, under the disadvantage of ir- 
rigation and great climatic draw- 
backs. The cotton belt along the Bra- 
zil coast is too wet, and inland it is 
too arid. Péru, Turkey, Persia, Mex- 
ico and the few ‘other lands adding 
insignificantly to the export supply, or 
consuming all the cotton they are able 
to produce, cut no figure and will 
never cut a figure in the competitive 
market. The wild African. lands 
sought to be exploited by thé Ger- 
mans present much the same difficul- 
ties that are encountered in Asia, 
with added disadvantages of transpor- 
tation, climate and Jabor. In Aus- 
tralia the irigation problem is most 
discouraging. 

Speaking of the vast possibilities for 
the extension of cotton cultivation in 
| the United States; Mr. Shepperson 
says: | 

Acconding to the last United States 
census there were embraced in 1899 in 
the occupied farms of our southern statep 
(exchusive of Virginia and Missourl, where 
but little cotton is grown), 303,200,000 
acres, of which qauntity 92,500,000 acres 
were Of improved land, by which is 
meamt land which has been prepared for 
cultivaition. The area devoted to cotton 
was 24,200,000 acras, being 26 per cent 
of the land actually under cultivation and 
only 8 per cent of the entire acreage of 
the farms. There are also Vast quanti- 
ties of land which are not yet occupied 
as farmis, but which will be used as 
population increases. 

The farms of Louisiana, Texas, AT 


kansas, Indian Territory and Oklahoma 
had then 40,000,000 acres of improved 


New land is being 
constantly brought umder cultivation in 
this vast section of the southwest, and 


southern states. It is probable that these 
five states and territories have now at 
least 45,000,000 acres of improved land, 
and they have the requisite area, soil 
amd climaite to enable them to produce as 
much cotton as is now grown in the en- 
tire country. To my mind it is merely a 
quesison of time when this will be done. 

The total acreage of the last cotton 
crop of the United States was about 29,- 


500,000 acres. 

It is estimated that the consump- 
tive demand for cotton is increasing 
annually at the rate of 400,000 bales, 
and will ere long increase at the 
rate of half a million bales or up- 
ward. In view of this fact, taken in 
conjunction with the production capa- 
bilities of the United States, the pre- 


that the south will be raising a 20,- 
000,000-bale cotton crop within the 
next few years, would seem to be with- 
in bounds, although at the present it 
is not clear where the labor is to 
come from to grow and harvest such 
a yield. An 11,000,000-bale crop will 
tax the labor resources of the south 
today. If we are to produce enough 
more. annually to keep pace with the 
world’s consumptive demand, the 
needed labor must come through im- 


' migration. 


The more this great subject is stud- 
ied, the more convinced must one be 
that the south does, indeed, enjoy 
a cotton monopoly, in so far as the 
natural conditions for growing cotton 
are concerned. But, whatever latitude 
may be promised by the future, the 
southern cotton farmer can not today 
afford to either bull or bear the mar- 
ket by underproduction or overpro- 
duction. He must maintain the world’s 
cotton equilibrium by approximating 
the actual commercial demand for the 
staple.

‘PLAN OF ELECTING JUDG 


SEEMS SURE TO BE CHANGED 


CCORDING to the best 
A authority the present plan of elect- 

ing superior cOurt judges by popu- 
lar vote is doomed. Everywhere it seems 
it is conceded that the circumstances 
connected with the primary for the judge- 
ship nomination in the Blue Ridge cir- 
cuit have get the seal of condemnation 
upon the popular election of judges and 
the general prediction points to some 
action changing the method at the com- 
ing session of the legislature. 

The members of the state committee 
including both those who voted against 
and those who yoted for the resolution 
confirming the nomination of Judge Go- 
ber, are no exception to this rule, and 
several of them with whom a representa- 
tive of ‘The Constitution discussed the 
question,’ are firm in the assertion that 
there will be no more election of judges 
by the people. 

‘The circumstances connected with the 
race in the Blue Ridge circuit,’ said a 
wel) known member of the executive 
committee, “are such as demand a 
change. This race demonstrates the fact 
that the election of the judiciary by pop- 
ular vote is wrong. That there was 
fraud in the circuit, there is no doubt, 
but I do nOt mean to say that either of 
the candidates wag responsible for it. 
But everybody will indorse the proposi- 
tion that the election of the judiciary 
should not even be tainted with the 
breath of Suspicion. A judge should go 
upOn the bench upon merit alone, and 
the method which will come nearest to 
eliminating all other factors in the selec- 
tion of judges is the method that should 
be adopted.’’ 

Angther prominent politician who was 
asked about the matter spoke along the 
same line, and when questioned as to 
what he would suggest, said: 

“I do not believe there is any safer 
way of selecting our judges than to have 
them appointed by the governor and con-

Why not let the justice of the su- 
preme court namé the judges of The su- 
perior courts, the supreme court justices 
themselves to be named by the governor 
and confirmed by the senate? 

“IT don't care what plan is suggested. 
sOme objections will be raised to it 
There is no absolutely perfect plan, and 
after all the people must place some 
trust In their highest officials. | believe. 
possibly, the naming of . the sufpertor 
court judges by the justices of the su- 
preme court would be the least objec- 
tionable plan. Something must be done 
there is no doubt of that, and if anyone 
hag any real good suggestions to offer | 
would be glad to hear from them.” 

In every quarter discussion of this kind 
is heard aince the action of the com 
mittee in the Blue Ridge case, and fhat 
the forthcoming legislature will make a 
change in the law, no one seems tv 
doubt.

the practic of law in 1875 judges of the 
supreme and superior courts of the state 
were appointed by the governor, with the 
adivice and consent of the senate. 

Their terms of office were, for supreme 
court judges twelve years, for superior 
court judges eight years. Their salaries 
were respectively $3,500 and $2,500 per 
annum. 

This system gave us in that year: On 
the supreme bench, Hon. Hiram Warner, 
chief justice; Logan E. Bleckley and 
James Jackson, associate judges. On the 
superior court bench Hons. Gilbert J. 
Wright, John L. Hopkins, William Gib- 
son, N. B. Knight, John L. Harris, James 
Johnson, C. PD. McCutcheon, Hugh 
Buchanan, H. B, Tompkins, John I. Hall, 
Barnard Hill, Herschel V. Johnson, 
George T. Bartlett, A. C. Pate, W. D. 
Kiddoo, John W. H. Underwood, A. H. 
Hansell, James M. Olark and George D. 
Rice. 

It is safe to say that the state has 
never had a better judiciary. 

Since that. time each of the systems, 
appointment, election by the legislature 
and election by the people, has succes- 
sively been tried. 

In the convention of 1877 ex-Governor 
Charles J. Jenkins left the president's 
chair and warned the convention that a 
change from the method of appointment 
by the governor would be a mistake. He 
was overruled, and we tried elections by 
the general assembly. 

The objections to this method becamé 
so evident that the experiment was next 
tried of electing judges by the people. 

This system, in our state politics, where 
we have no opposing parties, has develop- 
ed evilg worse than the method of elec- 
tion by the legislature. 

Judges who are expected to administer 
law without respect to persons are called 
at frequent intervals to sOlicit the sup- 
port of the influential politician in order 
to retain the office. 

The candidate, who as judge, has or will 
have no higher duty to perform than to 
protect the humblest individual against 
popular clamor, which seeks to override 
his legal rights, is made dependent on 
that popular will to secure election. 

The election itself takes place under 
circumstances that invite every species 
of personal politics, where Mo principles 
are involved, and a mere self-seeking race 
is the result. 

The judiciary who should inforce the 
law is dragged into the mire of dirty 
politics. 

If a Judge stays at home and attends to 
his business he leaves a free field to his 
opponent who has no such official duties 
or proprieties to consult and the incum- 
bent can be defeated because of his very 
faithfulness. 

If the judges go into the mire of a per- 
sonal political contest the office of the 
judge is degraded and the respect of the 
people for the law 46 destroyed. It is high 
time that we make a change, 

The only serious objection urged to the 
appointment of judges by the governor is 
that it gives him a patronage which he 
may use for personal political ends. 

This is more specious than sound. The 
governor has more to Jose by makings. an 
appointment of which the state disap- 
proves than he can gain by putting a

Colonel Samuel Weil, one of the oldest 
members of the Atlanta Bar Association, 
well known throughout the state and 
south as an attorney of ability, died at 
his home, 30 Merritts avenue, at 2:50 
o’clock yesterday morning of senility.

He was a member of 
the Georgia bar for over fifty years and 
was one of the leading cOmmercial law- 
yer’ of Atlanta.

On his 70th birthday Colonel Weil re- 
tired from active pracifce and devoted 
his time exclusively to the different in- 
stitutions with which he was connected 
and to his home life.

There will be no further cOn- 
tinuamee of the case, as Attorney Keu- 
ben Arnold, representing Judge Ormond, 
returned from New York last Thursday 
and will be ready with his Side of the 
case. City Attorney Mayson and As- 
sistant City Attorney Hill, representing 
Chief Ball, will announce ready. 

The investigation will be with affidavits 
and thene will be no ora] testimony in- 
troduced. Chief Ball will have affida- 
vits from Detective Callahan, of Cin- 
cinnati, and from a number of city offi- 
cers to Show that he did nothing more 
than his sworn duty as an officer when 
he released Leroy Harding, or Blawer, to 
Detective Callahan. Judge Ormond will 
have affidavits from a number of officers 
and citizens to show that he acted 
throughout within his juriediction as a 
presiding magistrate and that when he 
issued a warrant for Harding or Blazer 
he did nothing more than his duty and 
the warrant should have been respected 
by the chief of police. 


It will be remembered that when the. 


notorious Harding or Blazer landed in 
Atlanta in custody of Detective Calla- 
han there was much trouble over him.

Southern’s Returns Rejected. 

Comptroller General William A. Wright 
yesterday wrote to First Vice President 
A. B. Andrews, of the Southern Railway 
Company, informing him that he would 
have to reject the franchise tax return of 
‘the Southern because he thought under 
all the circumstances in the case it had 
been fixed entirely too low. The South- 
ern’s returns on physical property are 
entirely satisfactory to the comptrolie: 
genera], and he found no objection with 
them. 

The comptroller weneral thinks that the 
Southern’s franchise is fully as valuable 
as that of the Central of Georgia, which 
was fixed by the arbitrators at $2,703 per 
mile, while that of the Bouthern was fixed 
at only $1,788. That of the Atlantic Coast 
Line ig much largvr tnan either of them, 
| being about $3,800 a mile. The comp- 
troller general recognizes the fact that 
the value of the Southern’s franchise was 
likewise fixed by a board of arbitration, 
but he considers that in compar?rson witn 
these other roads, it has been fixed en- 
tirely too low. 

Comptroller Wright said that he had no 
desire to enter into an expensive arbitra- 
tion over tle matter, and that in a spirit 
of harmony he was willing to compromise 
on an inerease of $500,000 in the total 
value of the Southern’s franchise, or 
about $500 more per mile. This would 
make the Southern’s franchise return 
somewhat less than $2,300 per mile, or 
the total $2,150,600, the present total 
return being $1,650,600. Should Oolonel 
Andrews assent to these terms that will 
erid the matter, but otherwise it is prob- 
able that the matter will have to be ar- 
bitrated again. 

More Troops for Manassas.

not hesitate. Within a few moments the

covered with stakes. 

Quite undisturbed by the feelings it 
was arousing, the “ay walked from num- 
ber thirteen to number ten, and then 
over all the numbers from ten to seven- 
teen. To one superstitious old gambler, 
the fly’ 8s unconscious action was pregnant 
with possibilities. He-piled the Napoleons 
on every one of the “‘lucky’’ squares. 

The ivory marble was sent spinning 
round the roulette wheel, there was a mo- 
ment of suspense, and then the croupler 
announced the winning number—thirteen. 


‘But what is for more extraordinary, the 


same number came up three times in 
succession, That fly cost the Casino 
£5,000. 

It is very unusual for colored tourists to 
be in the neighborhood of this city of 
riches and ruin, and when on his way 
from Mentone tu Monte Carlo’ there 
jumped into his compartment five neg- 
roes, an Englishman, well known at the 
Sambling tables, saw fortune inthe in- 
cident. 

Upon reaching Monte Carlo he at once 
staked five louis (about £4 5s. altogether) 
On black at the fifth table, leaving his 
money on for a run of five. As luck 
would have it, his inspiration came out 
trumps. Five times black turned up, en- 
Tiching him to the extent of £124. 

There are very few habitual gamblers 
who do not possess some talisman or 
charm. Yet one seldom hears of any 
great coup which can be traced direct- 
ly to some object significant of fortune. 
There are one or two exceptions, how- 
ever,

much cherished possession of the owner 
of a large estate in Scotland. Though 
now immensely wealthy, at one period 
of his life he would not have parted 
with this piece of coal for a big sum of 
money. And for this good reason.

It wag the right forefinger bone of a 
man who was the seventh son of a ecv- 
enth son. This she asserted always 
brought her luck when playing at the 
tables. 

One night, however, ag she stretched 
across the table to rake in hér winnings, 
the strange ornament fell from her 
throat, and, striking the edge of the 
table, broke at the Knuckle. Though she 
had it repaired immediately, its charm 
had departed, and in a few days she was 
80 unlucky ag to lose all her winnings. 

Followers of the turf are almost as 
superstitious as eamblers. Dreams of 
horses are especially considered precur- 
sors of fortune. 

One such dream was responsible for the 
winning of pots of money. Though the 
incident happened se long ago as 1881, it 
is still remembered in racing circles in 
America. 

A certain Frank Snyder, a well-known 
New York racing man, dreamt that a 
horse named Parole would win the Liv- 
erpoo] spring cup, with Adamite, another 
| horse, second; but that, at the entrance to 
the stretch, Parole would cross Adamite, 
—_ a claim for foul belng made and 
allowed, Adamite would be given the 
purse. 

At the time Snyder told hig dream to 
a circle of friends, Parole, an American 
horse, had not even been embarked for 
England, and as for Adamite, there was 
no such horse entered for the race. There 
was an Advance, however, to be ridden 
by the then world-famous Fred Archer, 
and thig horse was accepted by those who 
knew Snyder as the one he had dreamt 
of. 

On the day of the race, excitement ifn 
New York turf circles was intense, but 
when the cable was received giving de- 
tails of the race exactly as dreamt by 
Snyder, the fortunate backers of Ad- 
vance could scarcely restrain themselves. 

Though the dreamer himself had not 
betted a penny on the race, quite a crowd 
had staked their money, 

.It was a dream, too, that ylelded no 
lesa than £20,800 about a year ago to a 
lucky little Itallan boy named Luigi 
Tirantl. 

This youngster, employed as errand 
boy in a home for lost children in Rome, 
had a dream in which four numbers fre- 
quently occurred. 

So impressed was he by this dream that 
he put aside his scanty savings until’ 
they had reached twelve shillings, then 
he invested the whole in lottery tickets 
| Heating the magic numbers. A _ few 
| 
| 
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months afterwards he was announced the 
winner of the enormous sum mentioned. 
It must be admitted, however, that the 
| greater number of fortune-winning 
| dreams have not this fine regard for sup- 
| erstitious feeling. One dream, indeed, 
| which eventually came true, had a good- 
ly portion of irony in it. 

About ten years ago a Vienna merchant 

dreamt several times of a certain number. 
| The recurrence of the number seemed to 
| him an omen of fortune, and he forthwith 
purchased a state lottery ticket bearing 
it. He had no success at the drawing, 
but did not lose courage. 

Again and again for a period of ten 
years he purchased a ticket having the 
inspired number, but always without suc- 
cess. 

So much a matter of custOm had the 
purchasing of this ticket become that the 
bank which the merchant used sent a ser- 
vant regularly to him at his usual coffee 
house to give him the ticket and receive 
the money. 

A month or two back the servant came 
as usual, but was shocked to learn that 
the merchant ‘had died and been buried 
four days before. 

Some genticmen present listened to the 
story, and in fun purchased the ticket, 
promising the man 6 per cent of the 
winnings, should the number thts time 
prove successful. 

Much to everyone's surprise, a few days 
later, the holders of the ticket were de- 
clared the winners of £4,300, for which 
the dead man had waited in vain for ten 
years. 

The winners, however, refused to pay 
the servant his promised percentage, and 
he thereupon took action in the Vienna 
courts, where the story of superstition 
and irony was disclosea. 


Will Hussia or Japan Win? 


(From Leslie’s Weekly.) 

We may expect many idle and foolish 
rumors and predictions regarding the 
outcome of the war in the Far Hast, but 
we shall probably hear none more idle 
or foolish than the prediction that “the 
war will be over by July,’’ with the issue 
favorable to Japan. Of course no one in 
London or elsewhere has any good rea- 
son for supposing that’ the war will be 
a short one except the’ general reason 
that the conditions of modern warfare 
are. such that nations ¢ngaging In the 
work of mutual destruction are pretty 
certain to exhaust themselves and their 
resources in a comparatively brief time. 
On the other hund, it is well to remem- 
ber that Russia has more at stake in 
this struggle than ygapan, and will cer- 
| tainly not yield to her antagonist until 
her last resource in men and means has 
been exhausted. Russia is strong, proud 
and ambitious, with the prestige gained 
by centuries of conquest and almost 
world wide dominion to-be sustained, a 
standing army of over five millions of 
men, on & war footing, splendidly disci- 
plined and equipped with best weapons 
that modern military science can afford. 
Defeat for RusSia in the Far East would 
mean not only the loss of territory indis- 
pensable to the further development of 
her resources in eastern Siberia, but of 
what is far more dear and valuable to 
her, the loss of her military. prestige 
among the other great powers of the 
world, and a blow to. her national pride 
from which she could not recover (in 
many years. For her to be defeated by a 
comparatively small nation like Japan, a 
newcomer among the powers, would be 
almost as humiliating and disastrous to 
her standing as would hayé been the :de- 
feat of Great Britain by. the Boers. _ It 
will. be remembered that In the war fn 
South Africa the Boers won the first vic- 
tories, but it was certain frum the be- 
ginning that England would’ win’ in the 
end.

If correct, this 
the largest single gift ever made by 
individual donor to any cause, says The 
London Express. 

But the czar can well afford it. He 
ig the richest man on earth. [Even Mr. 
Rockefeller’s many millions would look 
small by comparison with his multitu- 
dinous sources of wealth, and the vast 
treasures hoarded for him by his ances- 
tors. 

No living man can tell the full extent 
of his wealth, not even Baron Fried- 
erichs, the comptroller of the imperial 
household. 

The official revenue of the czar 
nearly two millions sterling per annum. 
It is difficult to arrive at it exactly, for 
it is paid in various ways and under 
many heads, and the sum total fluctu- 
ateg from year to year. But £2,000,000 
may be taken as a fair average. 

It is only a small part of his wealth, 
however, and the expense of maintain- 
ing his royal state more than accounts 
for this vast sum. If he depended upon 
his officia] income he would find it hard 
to make both ends meet. 

His expenditures are almost !ncredi- 
ble. It is estimated that the magnificent 
state ball which was given just as the 
war with Japan broke out cost over 
£200,000. 

The czar’s gifts to the Orthodox church 
in the course of the year average over 
£500,000. 

On the other hand, the church turns 
over large revenues to him, estimated to 
exceed the amount which it receives. 

With the exception of the shah of Per- 
ala, the zar Qwng«. geeater fortune. in 
diamondg and precious stones than any 
man in the world.

As a 
rule, a wealthy Russian who desires ‘to 
leave money to him communicates with 
Jaron Friederichs er some other official 
of the imperial household before he 
mukes his will, and obtains the gracious 
consent of his majesty to his design. 

Even when this has been done, and the 
man dies, careful investigation is made 
before the money ts accepted, with the 
object of finding out whether anybody 
who had a moral claim on the testator 
will suffer by his disposition of his 
wealth. If so, the czar orders that the 
money be diverted to the proper chan- 
nels. 

Thése legacies, when accepted, are 
never used by the czar for his private 
gratification. He regards them as a trust 
fund, and they ‘have been so regarded by 
most of his ancestors. This fund is drawn 
upon for charitable and religious pur- 
poses. 

Five millfons of roubles (£500,000) were 
given from it to relieve the starving 
peasants during the last terrible famine 
in Bessarabia. But it is not confined to 
Russian objects alone. The czar made 
liberal donations from it to the last In- 
dian famine relief fund and in aid of 
the negro peasants of Martinique who 
suffered by the eruptions on Mont Pelee.

HEALTH BOARD 
WAS HIS TEXT 


Dr Hicks Addresses . County 


Schoo! Superintendents, 


Makes Notable Speech in Which 
He Gives Results of the 
Health Boards in Other 

States. 


Dublin, Ga, May 6.—(Special.)—At the 
Wednesday nighrt'’s session of the coumty 
echool superintendents in this calty, Dr. 
Charles Hicks, ex-president of the state 
boand of health, and now a prominent 
member of that body, upon invitation, 
delivered a short address upon the im- 
portance of cooperation between the 
school Officials amd the state health au- 
thorities. After the address a motion 
was unanminvously 
suggeStions made and pledging the ax- 
sistamce of the superintendents in the 
effort to put the schools of the state on 
the best possible hygienic basis. Dr. 
Hick’s adidress in part was as follows: 

“A a ‘greater Georgia’ means advance- 
ment along all lines: The highest evi- 
dence of progrezaive civilization is the 
demand for information. In obedfence to 
this popular demand the general aissem- 
bly of our commonwealth wilthin the last 
year fhas created another state depart- 
ment, the department of health: its func- 
tlons to be performed by the state board 
of health and the coumty and municipal 
boards of health throughout the state. 
The construction of the department of 
health, patterned largely after the con- 
struction of the department of education. 
the functions of which are performed by 
a state school commissioner and the 
county and municipal boards of education. 
The department of health embraces in 
its ongamization other than members of 
the medical profession, thie mayors of 
cities amd towns and the ordinaries and 
chairmen of commissioners of roads and 
revenue in order that the expenses of 
this Gepartment may be properly pro- 
vided for when fully organized In the va- 
rious coumties throughout the state. 

Pcints to Results. 

That you may note the efficient service 
under public health laws I point you to 
results. All of you are doubtless fami}- 
iar with the saiutory effects of public 
health laws as applied at Ithaca, New 
York state. As you know it ts the school 
city of that state. Ithaca is to New York 
what Athens is to Georgia. Two or three 
years ago an epidemic of typhoid fever 
broke out among the students domiciled 
at Ithaca attending the various institu- 
tions of learning. Misunderstandings 
arose between the city authorities, the 
various faculties and the local boards of 
health; the governor of the state had rep- 
resentatives of the state board of health 
g° to Ithaca, look into the conditions rel- 
ative to the presence of typhoid fever and 
to report without delay its eradication. 
The source Of the disease was located, 
the cause removed and the malady erad- 
icated without commotion. You recall 
that just after the Spanish American 
war the American troops, 1éd by sanitary 
experts, did ag much and greater service 
for humanity in clearing the cities of 
Cuba of infectious diseases, than when 
led by military captains. They drove the 
Spaniards from the fsland. Recall, if you 
please, the extraordinarily large-expendi- 
tures by the municipalities of your sea- 
port cities and the calamities that fol- 
lowed fast on epidemics, until in more re- 
cent years the general government crea- 
ted the marine hospital service to bar 
the ‘importation of infection, since which 
time yellow fever nor any other infection 
has brought panic to any of our ports or 
shorés. While the maritime laws protect 
our coast from infection and epidemics 
‘in a large measure, yet no municipality 


‘in Georgia today, however well 
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for by appropriations from their treas- 
uries, nor however well guarded by ap- 
prehension and health officers, can re- 
main immune against infection from the 
transportation lines, the smaller towns, 
and rural districts, most of which are 
without the protection of sanitary regula- 
tions. The states about us have sanitary 
regulations with working organizations 
which are effective in preventing persons 
with infectious and contagious diseases, 
or those who have been exposed to con- 
tagion, landing on or passing’ through 
their domain, but up to a year ago we 
have had no state law to prevent influx 
from localities in those states where con- 
tagious aisease is declared to exist. 

You have but to Ffecall five years ago 
when localities in the state of Alabama 
were infected and one of the transpor- 
tation lines from that state poured small- 
pox into the smaller towns and the rural 
districts in southern Georgia. This in- 
fection has remained here ever since, a 
smouldering volcano. The railroads, were 
helpless, our state officials were power- 
less. And now -without the support of 
such organization as'yours progress will 
be retarded and calanfity possibly added 
to misfortune. ‘The prophylaxis vacci- 
nation,’ although known and successfully 
demonstrated for 100 years, is not gen- 
erally believed in, to our shame. 

Smallpox Worst Epidemic. 

‘There is no disease which can so thor- 
oughly break up business in any city or 
community, in the event of an epidemic, 
as smallpox, since this disease is as sen- 
sational as it is dangerous and conta- 
gious. 4 

‘“‘There is no other means given under 
heaven among men whereby we can be 
saved from the ravages of smallpox, ex- 
cept by successful vaccination,’’ quaran- 
tine and fumigation to be rigidly applied 
when the disease finds a lodgment. 

It is not necessary to consume time in 
arguing, before such an intelligent and 
enlightened body as this is, the needs 
for a state department of health. It is 
my purpose here this evening to ask the 
state school commissioner, this associa- 
tion and your teachers throughout the 
state to cooperate with the state board 
of health in the application and secure- 
ment for Georgia of a perfect system of 
hygienic and sanitary laws.

“earned” considerable sums in France 
and elsewhere by exploiting her offense, 

Bompard was, it will be remembered, 
sentenced to penal servitude for life for 
her share in the sensational murder of 
@& process server named Gouffe. After 
serving fourteen years’ imprisonment, 
she was released. 

The woman asserted at her trial that 
she did what she did under the influence 
of mesmerism, and has since been giving 
exhibitions, while in a hypnotic trance, 
of the manner in which Gouffe was as- 


sassinated, 

Of course, Gabrielle Bompard Is not 
by any means the first ex-convict who 
has conceived the idea of turning a term 
of imprisonment to account financially. 

Some twenty years ago there appeared 
a book entitled ‘“‘Five Years’ Penal Serv- 
{tude, by One Who Has EnduredlIt.”’ The 
idea was a novel one at that time. The 
‘work ran into many editions, and the 
‘author was rendered independent for life. 

Since then the experiment has been 
several times repeated, the last person to 
do so being Lord William Nevill, who is 
sala to have cleared a good round sum by 
hig account of his three years and nine 
months’ incarceration. 

The Ford brothers, again, who shot 
Jesse James, the notorious outlaw and 
train robber, made over £4,000 between 
them within a few weeks of their release 
from gaol by playing at vaudeville 
theaters in a sketch written round the 
tragedy. 

Probably they would have made a good 
deal more, but one night, while perform- 
ing at Chicago some one in the audience, 
presumably a friend of the dead des- 
perado, started shooting at the brothers 
from the auditorium. 

The Fords, who never went unarmed, 
promptly returned the fire, with the 
result that several innocent bystanders 
were hit; and this incident, very natural- 
ly, cut, short. the run of the play prompt- 
ly and forever. 

Katie Kelly, the sister of the notorious 
Australian bushranger Ned Kelly, may 
also be Numbered among the ex-crim- 
inals who have had wit enough or hardi- 
hood enough to turn their misfortunes 
to good account pecuniarily. 

While the hunt for the gang was in 
progress, Katie, together with several 
other members of the family, had been 
arrested. But they were never brought 
to trial, and soon after Ned was cap- 
tured they were released. 

Thereupon the girl, who was very 
‘flash’? and liked being noticed, accepted 
an engagement at a Meibourne music 
hall, 

She proved a great “draw” too ,,for the 
colonies were, of course, ringing with the 
exploits of her family. But the reaction 
came when she had the effrontery to ap- 
pear on the stage, in company with her 
brother Jim, on the very day that Ned 
Was executed, .

Nevertheless, it was said at the tfme 
that the girl netted enough by her yven- 
ture to set her up comfortably for life. 

.In 1848 parliament vated a London so- 
licitor named Wiiliam Henry Barber £4,- 
000, as cOmpensation for four years’ im- 
‘prisonment suffered for a crime of which 
he was innocent. 

This is the biggest sum ever given un- 
. der such circumstances, but there are 
plenty of other instances of money 
awards in similar cases. 

In 1879, for example, a young laborer 
named William Harbon, who had been 
convicted four years previously of the 
murder of a policeman, near Manchester, 
the capital sentence being afterward com- 
muted to penal servitude for life, was 
released and presented with £800. 

This act of restitution was primarily 
due to the notorious Charles Peace, who 
confessed, while under sentence of death 
for another murder, that it was he who 
had shot the constable tn question. 

Habron’s money was invested by gOvV- 
ernment at his own request in a small 
farm and stock, so as to render him 
independent for the remainder of his 
days. 


Another similar, but In many ways 


even more remarkable case, was brought 
to light in 1888. 

Two men, named Michael Brannagan 
and Peter Murphy, had been convicted 
nine years previously of burglary and 
attempted murder at Edlingham Vicar- 
age, near Alnwick. 

The true culprits, however, were a 
couple of notorious local poachers named 
George Edgell and Charles Richardson, 
and they were eventually induced by 
the Rev. Mr. Percy; the vicar of St. 
Paul's, Alnwick, ‘to make confessions of 
their guilt to the authorities. 

In consideration of this. they were let 
off, with the exceedingly light senteence 
of five years’ penal servitude. 

Brannagan and Murphy were, of 
course, at once released, and each re- 
ceived £800. 

The first named invested his in a 
whelwright’s shop—the handicraft he had 


acquired in gaol—and in due ‘course pros- 


pered exceedingly. 

Murphy, who was a prison-taught 
baker, chose that business, and also did 
well, being’ possessed of a devoted help- 
meet in his wife, who although only his 
sweetheart at the time of his conviction, 


had remained consistently faithful to nim: 


through all the long years of his unde- 
served captivity. 

This girl. it may be mentioned, was 
named Agnes Simm, and it was_ largely 
Owing to her persistent representations 
to Mr. Percy that that genetleman was 
at last induced to take up the case and 
see justice done. 

A famous French case in point was 
that of the Marquis d’Anglade, falsely 
accused of robbing his friend, the Comte 
de Montgomery. 

The unfortunate nobleman died in 
prison, and could not, of course, be 
brought to life again. 

But the public excitement and com- 
passion were so roused over the matter 
that a sum of over £4,000 was sub- 
scribed for his widow. 

And this money she invested and rein- 
vested to such good purpose that in her 
old age she was ra@puted to be one of the 
richest women in Paris. 

Undoubtedly, however, the biggest for- 
tune founded on imprisonment was that 
of the late John Magee, whose person- 
ality was sworn, when he died some few 
vears back, at between £13,000,000 and 
£ 14,000,000. 

In 1874 Mr. Magee was acting as Brit- 
ish consul at San Jose, in Guatemala. 

For protecting certain refugees from 
the fury of a revolutionary mob, he was 
arrested by the governor of the town and 
thrown in jail. 

Naturally he protested, and he also 
declined to recognize the authority of 
his jailers, or to conform to the prison 
regulations. 

For this he was flogged, and was be- 
sides subjected to all sorts of indignities 
and outrage. 

Rut he managed, after a considerable 
interval, to convey word of this where- 
abouts te a friend, and in a little while 
a British gunboat appeared off the town. 

Mr. Magee was released, but the £60,- 
000 which he, acting on the instructions 
of Mr. Disraeli, demanded from. the 
Guatemalan government, wag not forth- 
coming. 

So he agreed, in Meu of the money 
down, to accept certain concessions, in- 
cluding the right to establish a bank and 
bulla wharves aft San Jose. 

And it was from these concessions and 
the advantages they afforded him over 
his rivals in trade there, that he accu- 
mulated in course of time the whole of 
his vast .wealth.

ACRE DISPUTE 
BREWING WAR 


Brazil Prepares To Force 
Withdrawal of Peruvian 
Troops. 


Weshington, May 6.—The Acre dispute, 
@upposed to have been adjusted, has 
broken out again and a crisis is threat- 
ened. 

Originally a controversy between three 
nations, Brazil, Peru and Bolivia, for 
the ownership of a large triangular tract 
of rubber lands, situated where the three 
coumtries adjoin, Bolivia was eliminated 
‘by an agreement satisfactory to her and 
it was supposed that Peru’s claim had 
also been met. It appears, however, that 
Peruvian troops remain in the territory 
claimed by Brazil and today Minister 
Thompson cables the state department 
from Rio as follows: 

“Tf Peru refuses to withdraw troops 
from the disputed territory inhabited by 
‘Brazilians pending negotiations which 
{ @re to be followed if necessary by arbi- 
’ tration. Brazil wil! immediately resort to 
‘forte to expel the Peruvians and will 
proceed to reprisals.”’

A MUCH NEEDED HISTORY | 


_ OF THE SOUTHERN STATES 


Thus comments The Philadelphia Pub- 
He Ledger: 

“The recent meeting of the American 
Historical Association at New Orleans 
Was symptomatic of changed conditions. 
In its twenty years of existence not once 
had its amnual programme been carried 
out in a city of the southern states. The 
reasons for the apparent negiect of this 
section of the country were probably 
that there existed in the south no body 
of men omgamized for the purpose of 
furthering the study of history, and that 
the whole subject was eo beclouded or 
m glected that a meeting held under such 
conditions seemed foredoomed to failure. 
The very successful reunton at New Or- 
leans disclosed only the fact that there 
are in many states of the south active 
historical associations, but also that these 
common wealbths have riches in documents 
which must needs be brought to Hght, 
before the complete and rounded chroni- 
cle of our coumtry can Me written.” 

The truth is, the real history of our 
country has not been written. Quoting 
George Horace Lorimer: ‘Not a day 
Passes without some striking reminder 
that we have no real . coun- 


Th's is evidenced in mamy - ee 
is hard to find two editors or statesmen 
agreeing on a single immigration policy. 
Yet this is not a difficult question if 
etudied from past and modern conditions. 
The pre-Columbian voyages bave but 
recently taken a permanent place in his- 
torical-lore. The pros and cons of racial 
tendencies, of social problems, of the civil 
war, are convincing that there is no com- 
prehensive, recognized authority treating 
the Anglo-Saxon race on this continent. 
Men differ on policies, but if there were 
a common authoritative study of North 
American conditions, past and present, 
principks would be easier defined. 

We have had able ‘historical works— 
works that are monuments to their au- 
thors. The worst that can be said of 
such is they are histories of a period 
more or less ‘brief. 

Histories that are limited to comsidera- 
tion of particular events, localities, or 
veriods cannot tramscend their narrow 
boundaries. There is ne room to deploy 
incidents in the development of a people 
or a principle. They al! but fail in what 
a history should be, a story of man. 
Their scope does not permit the broad 
outlook and philosophical consideration 
that anterlor events, or results springing 
frrom ‘thieem, afford. It may seem para- 
doxical, but it ig aptly illustrated by a 
spectator looking on a view from the 
lange end of a telescope. 

Modern ideas demand that history be 
something more than prolix narratives 
of the amnalists or the romantic episodes 
of periods. Genealogies, laws, events, 
battles, are all very well, but -the. human 
story must be told. The development 
of soctety, race tendencies, religious gsent- 
iments, physical conditions and other 
influences must Make up the body of 
history according to the best modern 
thought. 

South’s Part Has Been Overlooked. 


The south thas been a neglected field 
historically. The beginnings of southern 
history are scattered despite the great 
part played here. We have a2 few state 
histories, but nothing that unifies any one 
period, not to mention all periode. The 
soutth has been busy with other matters.

FOR AUGUSTA 


General Crozier Will Report 
Favorably onthe | 
, Matter. 


Augusta, Ga., May 6.—(Special.)—Gen- 
eral William Crozier, chief of the ord- 
nance department, United States army, 
will be tendered a reception by Colonel 
Lyle, commandant of the Augusta arse- 


nal, this evening. 

General Crozier is here on a tour of 
inspection and after going over the arse- 
nal thoroughly today, gave out an inter- 
view which indicates that he will report 
favorably on the resolution introduced in 
congress by Senator Bacon recommending 
a permanent repair station here, except 
that the interview goes beyond the text 
of Senator Bacon’s resolution and shows 
that General Crozier is inclined to believe 
the government should make this a manue 
facturing station as well ag one for re- 
pairs. 

He says as a matter of fact he cannot 
tell what disposition will be made of the 
Augusta arsenal], but he knows that it 
will always be maintained, even though 
there have been about twenty-two suck 
places abandoned in the past. Speaking 
of the change Senator Bacon is working 
for General Crozier says: 

What Crozier Says. 

“Augusta is an excellent place for such 
work to be done, and in fact,-I see no 
reason why armament’ should not be 


manufactured here. It is sent here to be 
repaired and if this can be done it is cer- 
tainly possible that when there is repair 
work on hand the regular work can be 
stopped long enough to carry on to com- 
pletion the emergency work. At present 
there is not a very large force of men em- 
ployed here, but I believe it should be in- 
creased ana that a large number of ex- 
perts and mechanics be sent here to do 
the work that is being done in other 
arsenals throughout the country. At the 
present time the manufacture of arms is 
confined. to arsenals throughout the north- 
eastern portion of the country, but it 
seems to me that if would be a good 
idea to establish this place as a station 
for the permanent machine shop such as I 
have indicated, and for the supply of am- 
munition, 

‘T believe Augusta will in time employ 
just as many men on this class of work as 
do the arsenals at Watertown, Spring- 
field, Frankfort and Rhode Island.”’

Details of Agreement with Hawley 
and Ray Told to Court—Sully 
Declares He Had His

New York, May 6—The examination 
in the D. J. Sully case bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings was continued today before 
Commissioner Alexander, sitting as a 
special examiner. Daniel J. Sully, the 
head of the firm, was called to the stand.

The witness 
was asked by his counsel, Elihu Root, 
to tell about the orders he received to 
make purchases and sales for what has 
been called the ‘“‘joint three account.” 

“Tt was a mutual arrangement between 
Mr. Hawley, Mr. Rav and myself to 
buy cotton,” said Mr. Sully. 

“Can you recall it in words?” 

“T think I had instructions verbally 
on every occasion. The mutual agree- 
ment about the last joint account was 
made while we three were riding in an 
automobile about’ March |.

This is one of the 'owest 
ever reported. and the trade figured that 
Michigan and Tndiana would be but lit- 
tle better. The Snow report was ru- 
mored to be very bullish, and The Mod- 
ern Miller summary was also bullish. 
The shorts were nervous and covered on 
a liberal scale. However. on the better 
prices there was some gelling. The Ar- 
entine shipments were a bear influence. 
The domestic statistics as a whole were 
without especially new feature, and the 
weekly clearances were small. The late 
market was quite nervous with fair dif- 
ferences of oninion amone professionals. 

CORN—In the carn morket there was 
an active demand from shorts. the tatter 
being nervous in consenuence of the 
smaller rereints, the light additions to 
eontract stocks and the improved cash 
demand. The cash situation, however. 
was said to he in the hands of a few 
individuals. The indications, however, 
pointed to fair shipments in the near 
future, though the lake strike served 
to interfere with the outflow. The foreign 
advices were firm.
